R. Francis Culbam, the Subje& of this eaſy- 
| iog Diſcourſe, was born at New-Buckenhem 
in the County of Norfolk , on: Chriſtmas - 
day, 1631 5 and havieg been bred a Chirur- 
geon , hath exerciſed his Faculty as well in ſeveral 
Sea-voyages, a5 alſo at Land, with great care, ho- 
neſty, and good ſucceſs z ſume of his Cures, being 
eminent, have gained him no ſmall Credit and Re- 
putation. He now dwells at the hite- lion in South- 
Lambeth in the County of Surrey. 

In the Month of Avgei 1671, he unhappily fell
